The Anglo-Indian government has pur- 
seed a policy ot praiseworthy modera- 
tion in the rents wbicb It baa drawn 
from the cultivators ot tbe public lands 
under Ita control. 
In stipulating only 
for moderate rents, the Anglo-Indian 
authorities bad a twofold abject In view. 
First, they desired lo snake themselves 
popular with tbepeopluof India; and, 
•econdly, they wished to render Iidla 
production aa cbeap and easy ai possible.
